Mr. Miles was born in Norfolk, Virginia in 1908. He attended the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, graduating in 1930 with Phi Beta Kappa honors. His 
outstanding student athletic career was rewarded by letters in Football, 
Track, Crew and Golf. He was also a member of Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
fraternity. 


After receiving his Master's degree from Columbia University Mr. Miles 
joined his father and brother at the J. H. Miles Company, Norfolk, Virginia, 
the world’s largest oyster growing and packing firm. He is also actively 
engaged in Berlin-Miles, Inc., one of the largest construction firms in the 
Virginia and North Carolina area. 


In addition to his diversified business interests Mr. Miles is a renowned 
bridge player. A member of the ruling body of the American Contract Bridge 
League for the past twenty years, he is the only person ever to have been 
twice president of that body. 


Mr. Miles has spent over 30 years in the formation of his collection of 
United States Coins, and has also specialized in First Editions of American 
and English Literature. In the numismatic field, his collection reached a peak 
of perfection and completeness hithertofore unattained by any of a dis- 
tinguished group of collections offered for sale at public auction in close to 
seven decades. 


This catalog contains the United States Silver and Copper Coins of Mr. 
Miles’ collection. The first part of his collection, United States Gold Coins, 
was sold in October 1968.

3 1795 G.1. Lettered edge, pole to cap. A lovely Uncirculated specimen, boldly 
struck and perfectly centered. A few insignificant bag abrasions barely 
worthy of mention. The color of this coin is breathtaking; pale blue, sea 
green, faded from mint color with a splash of golden iridescence on the 
reverse. Finer than the Brobston or N.N. 56th Sale example. A four figure 
specimen! 


4 1795 G.3. Lettered edge, pole to cap, punctuated date. A sharp Very Fine, 
clear surfaces. Even steel-brown toning. Worth $400.00.

5 1795 G.4. From our Brobston offering in 1963, described as follows: ‘Plain 
edge, pole to cap, punctuated date. Actually we do not think this coin has 
seen circulation, but the diagnostic die sinking on the obverse and corres- 
pondingly on the reverse makes for poor definition of the head and letters 
of ‘HALF CENT.’ A lovely glossy olive and light tan. A rare variety.’’ Mr. 
Miles paid $700.00 for this choice specimen. 


6 1795 G.6. Plain edge, no pole. Struck on a thick planchet. Extremely Fine, 
overstruck on another coin, probably a rolled out U.S. Large Cent. The 
reverse shows the ever present diagonal break. The obverse is sharper 
than the reverse. Nearly as nice as the Brobston specimen.

THE EXTREMELY RARE 1796 WITH POLE 


HALF CENT IN MINT STATE!

7 1796 G.1. Pole to cap. Uncirculated. The obverse is slate-purple, with 
pale sea-green overtones, the reverse is a mottled steel-gold, with 
similar slate-purple toning. 


Of all the copper coins struck in the United States the rarest 
is the 1796 Half Cent. In all, only 6,480 coins were struck; 5,090 
With Pole coined in May 1796, and 1,390 Without Pole on October 
24, 1796 The 1796 Half Cent in MINT STATE, however, almost defies 
comparison with any United States coin. We have searched our 
card index and library thoroughly and can only locate FIVE Mint 
State specimens. This specimen is fully equal to the Charles Jay 
example (formerly the Brobston coin, sold by us in 1963), which 
we sold for Mr. Jay at Public Auction in October 1967. The only 
difference between the two might be that this has a trifle less 
proof-like surface. It compares favorably with the Anderson Dupont 
specimen, November 1954, and the Hillyer Ryder specimen, June 
1954, but just falls short of the Showers coin, which we feel is the 
finest known. In any case, it would certainly please the most 
exacting collector. 


Since 1954, when the Ryder and Dupont specimens were sold, 
only the Brobston-Jay coin has been available to the collector. We 
are indeed fortunate in being able to offer another MINT STATE 
specimen to the Collecting Fraternity. It is unquestionably worth a 
high four figure bid, and we expect to see considerable bidding 
from the Half Cents specialists, as well as collectors of important 
U.S. coins.

8 1796 G.2. From our Henry C. Kingman Sale, December 1965, described as 
follows: “1796 Without Pole, with the horizontal bisecting crack. From the 
wear standpoint, the coin grades Fine or perhaps Very Fine, however, the 
coin is finely pitted all over. Still the date, head, Liberty, and all devices on 
the reverse are perfectly clear to the naked eye. The Brobston specimen, 
that we sold for $5,750.00 in 1963, is a better specimen because the surface 
is not as porous as this coin. This coin, however, did not see as much 
circulation as the Brobston coin. We feel this coin is worth close to $3,000.00.’ 
It realized $2,400.00 at that sale. 


POSSIBLY THE FINEST KNOWN

9 1797 G.1. Lettered edge. From New Netherlands 56th Sale, June 1962, described 
as follows: “1797 Breen 22a: 1-A (R-6). G. 1. Lettered edge; the Low head. 
Rev. Triple leaf under AME. A strong Very Fine-25 for coin where struck up. 
Slightly off-center as are most of the known examples, the right border 
being weak on both sides. Remarkably clean for its condition level. Only 
two-dozen specimens known in all, of which this is one of the top three, 
and possibly the finest. Valued in excess of $1,500. by the (Sheldon-type) 
Breen scale, but we would not be surprised if it realized considerably more 
today. Considered by Gilbert as one of the rarest of all half cents! 

We purchased this coin for Mr. Miles and paid $960.00 for it. It is by 
far, finer than the Brobston coin which was bought by a dealer for $1,250.00. 


10 1797 G.3. Plain edge. The “Centered Head.” Extremely Fine, dark black-brown, 


some verdigris on the reverse, the planchet a trifle porous. The most 
aesthetically pleasing variety of this year. 


11 1797 G.4. The 1 over 1 variety. About Uncirculated. Struck from the terminal 
state of the dies showing a myriad of die cracks and bulges. The coin is 
exceptionally sharp and a lovely pale orange-tan with steel overtones. 
Easily a $400.00 specimen. 


12 1800 G.1. The only variety of the year. Uncirculated. A warm golden tan faded 
from mint red. Rather scarce in Mint State.

1802 G.1. From our Brobston offering of 1963, described as follows: ‘1802 G. 1. 
Over 1800 as all are. An absolutely first rate example of this very rare 
date. Strictly Extremely Fine, with a superb surface. Steel and light brown 
color. Two small pin scratches on reverse from edge to leaf between M 
and E. Finer than the Gilbert Plate coin.” Mr. Miles paid $675.00 for this 
lovely specimen.

1803 G. 2. Uncirculated and choice, glossy reddish-purple with a golden reverse. 
The sub-variety with the die crack on the reverse. Sharper in strike on the 
obverse than the Brobston coin, the reverses are about equal. Rare in Mint 
State. 


1804 G.1. Plain 4, stems. Very Fine, with some faint pin scratches on the 
obverse. Rich chocolate and steel. Rare! 


1804 G. 2. Plain 4, stemless. Uncirculated, mostly tan with areas of faded mint 
color. A few minor contact marks. Very scarce. Brobston did not have this 
in Mint State! 


1804 G. 3. Crosslet 4, stemless. Uncirculated, frosty ‘‘cartwheel” effect. A lovely 
and unusual purple, mauve, and sea-green obverse, coupled with a rich 
sea-green and golden reverse. Only 3 to 4 are known in Mint State! 

1804 G. 4. Crosslet 4, stems. About Uncirculated, steel and walnut. 

1804 G. 8. Spiked chin, protruding tongue. Uncirculated, golden and iridescent, 
some pale orange which is obviously faded mint color. State 8 of the broken 


reverse dies. Probably the most heavily broken dies used to strike a coin. 


1805 G. 1. Small 5, stemless. Uncirculated, magnificent ‘‘Autumn Leaves” toning. 
Sharply struck. 


1805 G.2. Large 5. About Uncirculated, golden and iridescent. A choice 
specimen.

1811 Restrike. Obverse of G.1, reverse of 1802 G.1. Proof, struck from rusty 
dies, iridescent, magenta, and sea-green. These coins were struck by J. J. 
Mickley of Philadelphia. The dies were then repurchased by the U.S. Gov- 
ernment in 1879 and destroyed. Of the utmost rarity! Only 6 were struck. 
We can only trace three others at this time, the Dupont coin sold by us in 
1954, the Showers specimen, and the Brobston specimen.

This was strictly a gimmick, as dimes were in short 
supply and local barkeepers would return only 10 cents on the 
quarter and 35 cents on the half dollar when a snort was purchased. 
Feeling among the miners ran high at this profit on the “breakage,”’ 
and Senator John Percival Jones, the self-styled ‘Miners’ friend,” 
finally managed to put through a bill for coinage of a twenty-cent 
piece. Everyone was happy — the miners because the hated hidden 
tax was done away with, Senator Jones because he got their votes, 
and the bartenders and saloon-keepers because the miners drank 
more than ever to celebrate! 

STACK’'S has been fortunate in having been able to offer 
through the medium of Public Auction several specimens of this rare 
coin. We sold the B. Frank coin in 1956, the Empire specimen in 1957, 
the Pelletreau example in 1959, and the Wolfson specimen in 1963. 
This is the Wolfson specimen which Mr. Miles purchased for 
$7,750.00. The interest in rarities such as the 1876’CC' 20c piece 
has been constantly increasing, and though we have not been able 
to offer one for sale in SIX YEARS, we feel that an estimate of 
$10,000.00 is conservative.

We are curious about a statement made by B. Max Mehl in his 
catalog of the Jerome Kern Collection (Golden Jubilee Sale 1950). 
We quote from that catalog, ‘Until some twenty odd years ago, 
there were no 1823 Quarter-Dollars known in better than Good 
condition. Some three or four specimens in Mint condition were 
discovered in Europe and then sold to various collectors here. | 
think I've seen all of them and I can unhesitatingly state that this 
is by far the superior of any.” 

Frankly, we think that B. Max Mehl erred somewhere along 
the line. There is no supporting evidence to show that a single Mint 
State specimen exists other than this Proof. Twenty years have 
elapsed since the statement was made and with all the Name” 
collections sold in that period, not one has come to light. We are, 
therefore, reasonably sure that this is The Finest Known Specimen, 
and completely in a class by itself. 

We are confident that this specimen will bring a price com- 
mensurate with its extreme rarity, somewhere in the range of five 
figures. It is our fondest hope that the purchaser of this coin will 
have the same idea as Mr. Miles and buy both this and the 1827 
Original, thereby acquiring the only pair of Proofs in existence.

In our opinion the 1827 Original was probably made in limited 
numbers for presentation. It was standard Mint practice to use dies 
until they were worn out. The coinage figures for any given year 
had to reflect the number and value of the pieces struck. The dating 
of the coins, however, was the business of the Coining Department 
and not the Accounting Department at the Mint. Coins were struck 
in accordance with instructions from the Treasurer of the United 
States who was informed of the needs of the commercial world. 
There was apparently no call for Quarters in 1826 and none were 
struck. It is reasonably probable, therefore, that almost all the 4,000 
Quarters recorded as being struck in 1827 actually bore the date 
1825 because the dies left over from that year were still in useable 
condition. | 

We cannot over emphasize, the importance of this great rarity. 
The last specimen sold at Public Auction Sale was in New Nether- 
lands 49th Sale, 1957. It is without a doubt THE RAREST DATE 
SILVER COIN ACTUALLY MADE IN THE YEAR DATED. It is rarer 
by far than the 1804 Silver Dollar!

Our records indicate that only eight or nine examples of this coin are 
in existence. The rarity of the Restrikes can probably be accounted for by 
the limited interest in the denomination during the years 1859 and 1860 
when they were made. At that time Half Cents were engaging the collecting 
public’s attention and there was a lively demand for ‘Proof Only” dates. 
Silver Dollars, the largest and handsomest of the silver issues, had always 
been popular which explains the 1851, 1852, and Gobrecht restrikes. The 
Quarter Dollar series, however, was not attracting the collector's attention 
during the years immediately preceding the Civil War. Mint records showed 
that 4,000 pieces had been struck in 1827. Although there didn't seem to be 
any available on the market, it was not as clearly understood by the 
collectors in those days that coins struck in a given year did not necessarily 
bear the date of that year. 

We feel this specimen should realize the $6,000.00 a similar coin 
realized at our Pierce Sale.
